for four and his son, Uncle, for one. *Rock Sand 
is represented by three daughters and his son, 
Friar Rock, by two. Three of Peter Pan’s 
daughters are in the list, while Fair Play, Broom- 
stick, *Meddler, and the French sire, Sardana- 
pale, have two each. 

Petee-Wrack’s failure to win another $1,010 
has kept Marguerite, dam of Gallant Fox, lead- 
ing American money-winning horse, from inclu- 
sion in the list of dams of two winners of $100,- 
000 or more each, but she outranks the other 


four in the matter of combined winnings of their 


two greatest sons. Gallant Fox and Petee- 
Wrack won, combined, $427,155. Prudery’s pair 
earned $361,990; Madcap’s couple, $330,957; 
*Quelle Chance’s two, $280,223, and Virginia L.’s 
pair $269,550. 


OPINIONS. 


UR friend Vernon Sanders certainly was 

broadening his scope when he said of Insco, 
in The Herald-Post (Louisville), March 10: “No 
better looking Thoroughbred ever stood on four 
legs than this bay colt.’’ Also the veteran Turf 
scribe is of the opinion that ‘Insco is the best 
prospect local Derby enthusiasts can dig up to 
withstand the Eastern invasion for the Kentucky 
classic this year.” 

If he means by this to say that Insco is the 
most likely of the candidates in training at Louis- 
ville, he may not be out of line, but THE BLOop- 
HORSE has heard that some good horsemen at 
Louisville prefer to see further and harder train- 
ing before they will make up their minds defi- 
nitely about the chances of the son of *Sir Gal- 
lahad III—*Starflight for starting in the event 
at Churchill Downs on May 16.

Much can and will happen during the next 60 
days to and about the candidates for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, so there is little to be gained by 
placing credence in all that the publicity agents 
and enthusiastic volunteer boosters put into print 
about the chances of this or that or the other 
horse. 


The best way to form an opinion is to do it on 
the cold, unvarnished facts as they are known 
through previous racing, through the ratings of 
experienced handicappers, and as they are pre- 
sented day by day in the exercise gallops of the 
horses. When this is done, your opinion is very 
likely as good as that of the next man, regard- 
less of who he may be. 


Be careful, too, not to lose sight of the fact 
that there is nothing so certain about horse rac- 
ing that one may absolutely forecast the winner 
of a race. The fortunes and misfortunes of the 
contest are as uncertain as life itself. 

Our suggestion finally is that each one build 
up his own opinion, and if he desires to back that 
opinion with a wager, do so on the day of the 
race and not earlier. 


LOTTERIES. 

OTTERIES are lawful in Ireland, hence the 

establishment of the Irish Hospital Sweep- 

stakes on the Grand National Steeplechase, which 
is to be run over the Aintree course at Liverpool, 
England, Friday, March 27.. Lotteries are not 
lawful in England, hence the hampering of 
ticket sales in that country by stopping mail 
addressed to headquarters of the sweepstakes in 
Ireland and by arrest of vendors. Following 
this, England’s High Court, hearing a test, based 
upon an application for incorporation of a com- 
pany to handle the sale of lottery tickets, has 
decided that the sale of such tickets is illegal. 
It now will be interesting to follow the action of 
English law enforcement authorities on the sale 
of Calcutta Sweeps tickets in England. 

Meanwhile, attention of law enforcement offi- 
cers in the United States is called to the millions 
of tickets in so-called sweepstakes allegedly be- 
ing conducted in Canada, British Columbia, Mex- 
ico and Cuba, spread over the United States of 
America. It has reached the proportions of a 
huge “racket,’’ which bodes only ill for the Turf, 
and which should be suppressed without further 
delay or ado.

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BONES OF HEREDITY 


By SALVATOR. 


APPENING somewhat idly the other day to 

be scanning the “foreign news” in a New 
York daily, my attention was attracted by what 
proved to be a very interesting item. It appears 
that during some recent restoration work on 
ancient buildings in cities of Belgium, the graves 
were opened of several of the old-time Dukes of 
Brabant and their skeletons found to be intact, 
although in some instances about 900 years old. 
They were scientifically examined and some in- 
teresting facts about them have been made 
public. 


Brabant was an old region of the Netherlands, 
formerly a dominion by itself but now belonging 
partially to Belgium and partially to Holland, 
in each of which countries the fragment of the 
original terrain still carries the original name, 
so there is at this time both a Dutch and a 
Belgian Brabant. The Duchy of Brabant was 
founded by a famous Netherlandish warrior of 
about 1050, known as Godfrey the Bearded, who 
was Count of Louvain (the Belgian city whose 
sacking by the Germans in 1914 was one of the 
most memorable incidents of the World War) 
and, by conquest, enlarged his territories until he 
assumed the title of Count of Brabant. His son, 
Godfrey II, and grandson, Godfrey III, succeeded 
him; and his great-grandson, Henry I, who lived 
from 1190 to 1235 and was known as Henry the 
Warrior, having wrested still other fiefs from 
neighboring princes and barons, welded them all 
together into the duchy of Brabant and made 
himself its first Duke. The duchy, of which 
Antwerp was the capital, became a very im- 
portant one among the smaller independent states 
of Europe, also a very rich one; and, as was in- 
variably the case, more powerful sovereigns be- 
gan to cast longing eyes toward it. However, it 
managed to preserve its independence until 1404, 
when it passed to the Countess of Flanders (mod- 
ern Belgium) and, not so very long afterward, 
was merged into the great duchy of Burgundy, 
then a state almost if not quite as important as 
the kingdom of France itself. 


The skeletons of Godfrey II, Godfrey III and 
Henry I were found while making excavations 
beneath the Cathedral of St. Pierre, at Louvain, 
and their discoverey and examination provoked 
so much interest that the Abbey of Affinghem 
was then visited and there the skeletons of the 
first Godfrey of Brabant, “the Bearded,” and of 
two other dukes were exhumed and carefully 
examined. 


To begin with, few skeletons of European 
sovereigns are still extant which date back so far, 
and very few of these are more than frag- 
mentary. In the second place, this series of the 
Dukes of Brabant is stated to be unique in that 
it consists of six different members of the same 
family all in the direct line of descent, in tail- 
male, from Godfrey I, and comprehending a period 
of something like 300 years. Obviously their 
comparative interest was extraordinary alike to 
the student of history, biology and anatomy. 
They have been minutely described by an eminent 
Belgian savant, Professor Nelis, of the University 
of Louvain (destroyed in the sack of that city 
but since rebuilt, America having contributed 
largely to the reconstruction fund), who states 
that he has discovered no less than sixty different 


characteristics which, apparently, were heredi- 
tary in this family founded about 1050 by God- 
frey the Bearded. All were present in each of 
the six skeletons, but were repeated “never ex- 
actly in the same degree, as inherited peculiari- 
ties tend to increase or decrease,’ but do not 
preserve the “status quo ante.” It is stated: 


“The Dukes were all abnormally tall and had 
elongated spines, which finally developed into an 
extra vertebra in a later member of the line. 
Each skull, in front of the carotid cavity, has a 
kind of ‘spur,’ normally found only once in 500 
cases among human skeletons. Many of the out- 
standing features are matters of history, the 
dukes having resembled one another in a remark- 
able manner, especially in the shape of the skull 
and nose.” 

* * 


HERE is manifestly much “food for thought” 
here to anybody seriously interested in hered- 
ity—as all persons seriously interested in the 
breeding and evolution of the blood-horse are sup- 
posed to be. The first thing I thought of, when 
reading about the abnormal spines of the ancient 
Dukes of Brabant, one of whom “finally developed 
an extra vertebra,” was the much exploited fact, a 
few seasons ago, that the high-caste Arab has 
a spine with one less vertebra than the modern 
Occidental horse; also that the skull of the Arab 
shows a certain conformation found in no other 
breed, as distinct from its general outline, shape, 
etc., this having to do with the bony structure 
about the eye. The latter, in a way being 
parallel to the “spur’’ peculiar to the skulls of 
the Dukes. 

All the Dukes, it seems, had “elongated spines,” 
i.e. abnormal ones, as all high-caste Arabians do; 
all likewise had peculiarly formed skulls in a 
certain hidden detail. When the anatomical 
peculiarities of the Arab horse were discovered 
they were hailed in some quarters as positive 
proof of the uniqueness of the Arab breed and 
differentiating it from all others. But it is not 
claimed that the Dukes of Brabant were men of 
a different breed from the other men of their 
country, the ‘“‘Brabancons,”’ as they are modernly 
termed. The inference is irresistible, therefore, 
that the remarkable structural, or anatomical, 
peculiarities of the Dukes must have descended 
from some remarkably potent ancestor. Their 
great height, their elongated spines, their special 
shape of the skull and nose, and all the different 
sixty “stigmata’’ found by Professor Nelis, while 
present in different skeletons in different degrees, 
were all present in that of the founder, Godfrey 
I, Bearded.” 

This illustrates very remarkably the immense 
strength and carrying power of the influence of a 
“dominant male.” Old Godfrey the Bearded was 
not only a “mighty man with his hands’’— inside 
his peculiarly-shaped cranium he had a very 
unusually brain as well, for he not only founded 
and established an independent state at a time 
when it was truly a “man-sized job’ to do so; he 
transmitted the ability to perpetuate and main- 
tain the same to a line of direct descendants for 
three hundred years and more. We are also told 
that during the reign of these Dukes of Brabant 
that country not only became very rich and 
prosperous, but that the sovereigns were noted 
patrons of the fine arts and of letters and their 
court one of great brilliance. The many mag- 


nificent medieval buildings, etc., etc., today found 
in the ‘“Brabancon regions” of Belgium and Hol- 
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land all were erected under their dynasty and, 
without doubt, through their patronage. 
* * 

HAVE been unable to find in any book of ref- 

erence to which I have access the identities of 
wives of these Dukes of Brabant, especially the 
older ones. In most cases I have found only a 
name (given) with no trace of a pedigree. In 
some instances, they were daughters of neigh- 
boring potentates espoused for “reasons of 
state.” But in those days, the pedigrees of prin- 
cesses were often very short—-it was deemed 
sufficient if they were the lawful daughters of 
their fathers, or sisters of their brothers. And 
sometimes they were not even that, as frequently 
a great noble married the “natural,” or illegiti- 
mate, female relative of a greater and more 
powerful prince, for the aforesaid “reasons of 
state.” Also, as “natural’’ children swarmed 
about almost all kings and princes in that era, 
every once in a while one of them who was an 
abler man would dispossess the “heir apparent’’ 
(incidentally doing away with him for the rea- 
sons aforesaid) and take over the reigning busi- 
ness himself. And very often nothing whatever 
is known of his maternal antecedents, because his 
father was not particular about having them 
made of record. 

A classic example is that of William the Con- 
queror, Duke of Normandy before he became, by 
right of conquest, King of England. The father 
of William was the celebrated Norman Duke 
yclept Robert the Devil, who, it appears, was 
fully worthy of his sobriquet. One fine—more or 
less—day, when Duke Robert was returning, so 
legend tells, from an expedition upon which he 
had carried fire and sword into the lands of an 
adjoining duchy, as he was crossing a river his 
eye caught sight of a very. personable peasant 
girl engaged in doing the family wash by the 
banks of a the stream. Robert, who was a very 
devil among “th’ wimmen,” promptly carried her 
off, whether she would or no, and some time 
afterward she presented her abductor with a 
strapping boy, who, at that moment, was merely 
one of the “natural’’ progeny of his begettor, 
commonly designated as bastards. This however, 
did not prevent him from evolving into William 
the Conqueror, one of the most celebrated of all 
persons ever engaged in the king business and 
to whom persons of my acquaintance are today 
very proud of tracing their pedigree. All the 
pedigree that William’s mother possessed con- 
sisted of her name, which, in ancient Norman, 
was Herlette or Herleva in modern parlance, 
Arlotta. There must have been something very 
beguiling about Herlette as she obtained a strong 
hold upon the good graces of her ducal lover, 
Robert the Devil, not only, but was held in great 
veneration by her son, who to the day of her 
death looked after her welfare with filial care— 
something at that time not at all common, es- 
pecially with children born out of wedlock. 

* 

HY was it that after the passing of Robert 

the Devil, William the Conqueror, a bas- 
tard, was the only one who proved “up to” 
taking the reins when they fell from his pro- 
genitor’s dead hands? As a matter of fact he 
was only eight years old when Robert died, was 
acknowledged with reluctance by his liegemen 
and had a hard fight thereafter to establish him- 
self when he was old enough to govern. The 
simple reason is, that he was a “chip off the old 
block’’—his father’s own son, to be brief, even 


if Holy Church had not sanctioned his advent 
into this world. It is altogether probable that his 
mother was a very unusual woman for her station 
in life and the life she lived, though she was 
never married to Duke Robert during his after- 
career of nine years subsequent to her abduction 
by him. He “liked her well,” but not well enough 
to make her Duchess of Normandy, either by an 
open marriage before the world or secretly—for 
in those days if such a prince as Robert the 
Devil did not happen to like the wife he was 
married to by Holy Church, he “put her away” 
and married another one more to his liking. 
Robert the Devil simply kept Herlette about as 
his favorite mistress and her boy as his favorite 
bastard and before he set out for Palestine on 
one of the pilgrimages to the Holy Sepulchre then 
fashionable among dukes, especially if they had 
been devils and were worried about their soul’s 
salvation, was to make his lords swear fealty to 
8-year-old Willliam in case he never returned— 
which he didn’t, for some sort of an Asiatic fever 
made an end of him en route, thereby accomplish- 
ing something that no sword nor spear of the 
legions he had gone against was ever able to. 


Why was it, again, that Robert chose William 
to succeed him as Duke of Normandy? There 
can be only one reason. The father had recog- 
nized in the son his second self and reincarnation, 
Some deep intuition had warned him that from 
the peasant girl he found doing the family wash 
hard by his good town of Falaise (where she was 
later accouched of the boy and where, in the 
public square today, may be seen a _ superb 
statue of William, in full armor, mounted upon a 
rampant charger and signaling defiance to the 
world) was the one fruit of his loins that would 
be able to “carry on.” From his mother William 
must have received some unusual endowments, 
but the great task she performed was the bring- 
ing into the world of the nearest replica of his 
sire that any of his loves or mistresses ever pro- 
duced. For Robert the Devil never discommoded 
himself with a lawful wife or children, being a 
“free lover’’ in all the term implies. And as for 
Herlette, long after Robert’s death she was final- 
ly married to another man to whom she had 
previously borne two sons—-both made Earls by 
their royal half-brother. 

* * * 

ILLIAM THE CONQUEROR and Godfrey 

the Bearded, were contemporaries. The 
former was born in 1027 or ’28 and invaded Eng- 
land in 1066, when the battle of Hastings was 
fought, in which Harold, last of the Saxon Kings, 
fell and soon after which William assumed the 
throne. Godfrey the Bearded founded the duchy 
of Brabant about 1050—the date of his birth 
is unknown, but he was a young man at the 
time and there was probably little difference in 
age between him and the Conqueror. 


Subsequently to Godfrey the Bearded, for five 
generations, as their recently-exhumed skeletons 
disclose, his descendants in the direct male line 
possessed anatomies in which no less than sixty 
distinct traits observable in his own were re- 
peated. Never in exactly the same degree, but 
invariably in some degree. 

Now, during these generations it had required 
five marriages, those of Godfrey and his suc- 
cessors, to produce the five succeeding Dukes. 
Biology teaches us that the child of every couple 
inherits, so far as the mechanism of reproduction 
is concerned, exactly half his composition from 
his father and half from his mother. His uni- 
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fied inheritance from his two parents is precisely 
“fifty-fifty.””. But experience has shown that 
while this is true insofar as the mechanics of 
reproduction are concerned, there enters into 
the creation of a new being, when it is effected 
by the fertilization of the female ovum by the 
male sperm, something—rather, some things— 
known as “imponderables” which science has 
proved thus far absolutely incompetent’ to 
weigh, measure, classify, describe or predict. 


And in these, precisely, the all-important ele- 
ments of heredity are to be found. They control 
and produce that most mysterious and unpredict- 
able of living forms and forces which we term 
“individuality” and they do so in a way that 
escapes our mortal ken, save in the most cir- 
cumscribed manner. Here and there we obtain 
a sudden flash, a stray glimpse, of these 
mysteries—-perhaps divulged to an old monk as 
he cultivates the monastery garden, as did 
Brother Gregor Mendel—but they are merely 
tantalizing gleams which, in the end, leave us 
just as much perplexed as ever about the Ever- 
lasting Why of what we seek. 

So much has been said and written by students 
of equine biology and, especially, of Thorough- 
bred heredity, in recent years, since the “brood 
mare era’ dawned, of the alleged greater power, 
as influences, of female ancestors than of males, 
that it seemed to me well worth while to call 
the attention of the breeders of race horses to 
the case of the skeletons of the six Dukes of 
Brabant and the illustrations they present of the 
male force of heredity. 

Five successive marriages—to wit, the intro- 
duction of five new strains of blood, crossed in 
succession upon the original one of Godfrey the 
Bearded-——had been unable to eliminate the sixty 
different structural differences in the anatomy 
of old Godfrey and they were still present in his 
great-great-great-grandson, as in all the inter- 
mediate sires between the two. The degrees of 
difference which these differences themselves ex- 
hibit we may attribute to the influences of the 
mothers. They were able slightly, as forces of 
heredity, to modify them, but only in the way 
of variation—there they remained, so strongly 
implanted as to be in effect beyond elimination. 
We are also forbidden to suppose that they might 
have been intensified by inbreeding. The ancient 
Dukes of Brabant were all devout Catholics and 
the Church in that day was even stricter than 
today in its ban upon the intermarriages of near 
relatives. It is therefore beyond reasonable 
doubt that none of the wives of these Dukes was 
more than remotely related to him, if at all. 

* * 


HE study of human heredity is full of fas- 

cination and, in my opinion, is too much neg- 
lected by students of equine heredity, for it has 
much to teach them. As I write, the political 
situation in Spain is the all-engrossing topic of 
foreign news and we are all wondering whether 
tomorrow morning’s paper will tell us that King 
Alfonso has ceased to reign and a Republic been 
declared? The portrait of King Alfonso is a 
familiar one to everybody, and especially to 
Turfmen, for he is a great patron of the Turf 
and only last fall donated a superb trophy to the 
winner of the inaugural Grasslands Steeplechase, 
in this country. In the physiognomy of the 
monarch the outstanding feature is his abnor- 
mally prominent chin, which is of that variety 
known to anatomists as “prognathous,” and, in 
common parlance, as “‘undershot.” 


The interesting fact about this facial feature 
is that it was introduced into the Spanish royal 
family by Charles V, born 1500, who became King 
of Spain in 1516. Charles V also became Em- 
peror of Germany in 1520 and was the most 
powerful sovereign of Europe in the sixteenth 
century. He was not a Spaniard but an Austrian 
by birth and inherited the throne of Spain from 
his mother, who was the daughter of Ferdinand 
and Isabella, the patrons of Christopher 
Columbus. 


The undershot lower jaw of Charles V was so 
extreme as to amount almost to a deformity and 
it was a family trait of the house of Hohen- 
stauffen, to which he belonged. His grandfather, 
the Emperor Maximilian (called ‘‘the last of the 
knights” because of his devotion to chivalry), 
had the same sort of a chin, though not quite 
so pronounced, and it can be traced far back in 
the Hohenstauffen line, which for several cen- 
turies produced some of the most puissant mon- 
archs of Europe. And today, over four hundred 
years since Charles V introduced it into the 
Spanish reigning family, we find it still going 
strong and the most prominent facial feature of 
King Alfonso XIII despite the fact that he is 
not a direct, but a collateral descendant of 
Charles V. The male line from that monarch 
ended in 1700 and then passed to a member of 
the French house of Bourbon, into which one of 
the Spanish royal princesses had married. From 
this Bourbon King of Spain Alfonso descends, 
but the impress of Charles V and his ‘Hohen- 
stauffen chin’’ is still so strong that, even though 
transmitted collaterally, it cannot be expunged 
and not only Alfonso but his children after him, 
possess it. 

* * * 

QUINE generations are much shorter-lived 

than human ones and in their multiplications 
are subject to outside controls of all kinds which 
have a vital effect upon their perpetuation and 
variations. Nevertheless, when we pause to re- 
call that every Thoroughbred race horse today 
existing traces in the direct male line, to but one 
of three different Oriental progenitors, the Dar- 
ley, Byerley and Godolphin horses, all of which 
flourished about two hundred years ago; and that, 
in turn, the line to each of these three horses 
traces invariably through a single male descend- 
ant, Eclipse, Herod and Matchem, we perceive 
how, in the equine as in the human race, the in- 
fluence of a “dominant male’ possesses a heredi- 
tary power so great and so enduring that 
language fails us in the effort properly to 
describe or characterize it. We can only observe 
its manifestations with wonder and realize that, 
were not the records there to approve the facts 
as beyond question, we would hold them as be- 
yond belief. 


IMPROVEMENTS AT BROOKLINE. 


The steeplechase course at Brookline, Mass., 
scene every year of an amateur race meeting, 
has been straightened and generally improved so 
as to remove some of the hazards and make the 
races more visible. The course will also have a 
better turf footing. Two days of racing, under 
the auspices of the Brookline Country Club, will 
be held June 17 and June 20. John R. Macomber 
will be host at his annual meeting at Raceland 
on June 22. Stakes entries for the meetings, it 
is announced by the Eastern Horse Club, will 
close April 6. Supplementary entries may be 
made to June 5. 
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*LORD OF LAW 


In seven years the Roi Herode mare *Lady in Grey, brought to America in 1929 by C. B. 
Shaffer for his Coldstream Stud, has produced seven foals by seven different sires. Four of the 
foals, the last four, are at Coldstream, and of these four the two oldest are shown above. They are 
two excellent specimens. *Lord Swift, a 3-year-old non-starter, is a chestnut by Hurry On. John 
Lowe, trainer, and Dr. John Baird, stud manager for Coldstream, are enthusiastic about the chances 
of this colt and have named him for numerous stakes in the East and Mid-West. The Kentucky 
Derby will be his first objective. *Lord of Law, which came to America along with his dam and 
half-brother, is by Son-in-Law. He is a beautiful bay. His yearling trials last fall were excellent 
and his appearance is another indication of his quality. 


ODDS AND ENDS

EORGE M. KEMPEN, of Sequin, Texas, is at 

it again. The elderly George is promoter of 
quarterhorse racing in his native state and has 
attained popularity and prominence for his ef- 
forts in that line of endeavor. I am just in re- 
ceipt of a letter from Mr. Kempen enclosing a 
handbill, which I imagine also serves as a pro- 
gram, a sample of hundreds printed and dis- 
tributed about the countryside, quite some terri- 
tory, if anyone should drive up and inquire. 

One gleans from this attractively designed bill 
that there may be horse racing at the Nixon 
Fair Grounds, Saturday, March 14, promptly at 
3 p.m. The first race is a quarter-mile dash for 
a purse of $200. In this event Major Gray, 
owned by W. Walker, of Nixon, meets Hickory 
Lady, owned by A. Hedges, of Cuero. The sec- 
ond and concluding number is a match at 350 
yards between Jack Martin, also owned by 
Walker, and Skyhi, the property of one Hy 
Baker. Purse $75. Admission: 15 and 35 cents! 
Grandstand and parking free, also! and again! 

The attendance at these affairs is composed of 
Americans, the copper-colored, white and some- 
what white varieties, and Mexicans. The natives 
work up just as much enthusiasm over these 
quarter-horse matches as we Kentuckians do 
over our far-famed and highly touted Derby. 
And bet! they'll bet anything, oftimes 
everything; money, horses, saddles, rings, Ford 
cars, beads, or what have you, on the outcome of 
one of these Texas Suburbans. The Indians, the 
copper-colored element, are exceptionally rabid 
gamblers, albeit a bit cunning and on the alert 
for an “‘ace in the hole.” 

* * 
OME years back, J. O. Keene, master of the 
Keeneland Stud, near Lexington, Ky., raced 
a filly, a fast one, named Forest Nymph that I 


took a great fancy to and I have wondered many 
times since she quit the tracks whither she went. 
In the perusal of the “Foals’’ department of THE 
BLOooD-HORSE last week it was noted that she is 
at Keeneland and has only recently foaled a bay 
colt by the Belmont Stakes winner of 1928, Vito. 
Forest Nymph was a typical daughter of the 
Schorr champion, himself a Belmont Stakes win- 
ner in 1914. When I said “typical daughter” I 
meant to infer that she was a grand individual, 
possessed of speed of the highest frequency. 


The blood of the defunct Luke McLuke is very 
valuable in the stud or racing stable and horse- 
men are going to realize that fact more force- 
fully as the time passes. Luke McLuke was one 
of the stoutest scions of his line, that of the 
sprinting Domino. He stayed very well, much 
better than the general run of the descendants 
of the Keene champion. He ran the mile and 
three-eighths of the Belmont with 126 pounds up 
in the creditable time of 2:20. And in the Ken- 
tucky Handicap that same year (1914) he beat 
the older horses over the mile and one-quarter 
distance in 2:02 4-5. That, I think, was the fast- 
est mile and one-quarter ever run at a Louisville 
track. The race was run at Douglas Park in 
those days. 

There is little question that much of the ex- 
cellence of Luke McLuke was due the blood of 
his dam, Midge, which was by the Australian 
horse Trenton. That likely is the explanation of 
his staying powers and ruggedness. Mr. Keene 
has two of the sons of the old horse standing for 
service at his establishment at present, Don 
Diego and Pagan Pan; both were fleet horses. 
But in the days to come, the Luke McLuke mares 
may take rank on a parity with the daughters 
of *Star Shoot, Uncle, Fair Play, etc., as pro- 
ducers. It was his daughters reflected most of 
the credit on him as a sire of performers, par- 
ticularly Nellie Morse (Preakness, etc.) and 
Anita Peabody (Futurity, etc.). (over) 
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“Those days” of Luke McLuke, Hawthorne and 
Rudolfo are among my first recollections of rac- 
ing around Louisville. The Kentucky Handicap, 
now known as the Grainger Memorial, in honor 
of the late Charles Grainger, was one of the out- 
standing races of Kentucky, and its running, first 
at Douglas Park and in the early years of its 
removal to Churchill Downs, always drew a 
crowd of old-fashioned, red-blooded racing en- 
thusiasts, the sort one so seldom sees in these 
days. 

* * 

HE pilots of the three most favored starters 

in the Louisiana Derby were from Louisville, 
Charley Kurtsinger, who rode Lightning Boli; 
Landolt, who piloted Spanish Play, and James, 
wha steered Prince d’Amour. Kurtsinger visited 
his home here during the week between the run- 
ning of the Florida and Louisiana Derbies and 
it has been announced that he will leave shortly 
for the Greentree Farm, at Red Bank, N. J., 
where Twenty Grand is going through his lim- 
bering-up exercises under the able supervision of 
his new trainer, James Rowe.

HE vanguard of the stables returning to 

Louisville from the winter tracks got in last 
week when the string of Whitney horses in 
charge of Trainer Mose Goldblatt arrived from 
the Crescent City. Mr. Goldblatt left Louisville 
almost immediately for Lexington, Cincinnati and 
Red Bank. He has 23 head here at present and 
it may be that several 2-year-olds will join the 
string in the near future. All the horses in his 
charge shipped in fine style. 

This past winter’s campaign has been a highly 
successful one from the Goldblatt viewpoint. He 
won the headline attractions for the aged racers 
at the New Orleans tracks with Jimmy Moran, 
which placed him at the top of the earnings heap, 
the Whitney stable finishing in third place. Mose 
also captured first honors in the number of win- 
ners saddled. According to his connections, the 
report that Bargello had been lamed in a race 
at New Orleans was erroneous. He just ran a 
bad race, is the verdict of stable attaches. 

Jockey Kenneth Russell, who does the riding, 
motored up. He came by Grasslands, which he 
describes as a beautiful course. Russell recuper- 
ated quickly from his operation for appendicitis a 
short time back and already is busying himself 
about the stable of mornings galloping horses.

RED HOOD, agent for the Griffin Watkins 

entourage, has arrived at Louisville from 
Agua Caliente, and Charles E. Durnell will prob- 
ably also be at home by the time you read this. 
Mr. Hood, like Mr. Durnell, naturally is high on 
the chances of Insco winning the next Kentucky 
Derby, and while the son of *Sir Gallahad III 
(attention Vernon Sanders) isn’t my choice, he 
must be given a good chance if he continues in 
his training. Insco ran to better advantage, in 
my humble estimation, last year than any others 
of the hopes of the West. There is a rumor that 
Mr. Durnell may sever connections with the Wat- 
kins stable, but thus far it is only a rumor. In 
a short while it will very likely be confirmed or 
denied.

RAINER LON JOHNSON has W. H. White- 
house’s Royal Julian looking like “peaches 
and cream” to begin training for the early spring 
races for the better grade of aged performers in 


Kentucky. Last year, at the age of six, Royal 
Julian won the Latonia Cup, two and one-quarter 
miles, at Latonia and his connections will be 
keenly disappointed if the old horse doesn't turn 
the trick again this season. He seems to im- 
prove with age. In the long distance event last 
year he conceded weight to some right fair 
young horses.

Aristotle, by Dili- 
gence—Phalutation, stands 16 hands, has 8% 
inches of bone below the knee and measures 72 
inches round the girth. . . . Each of Camelford’s 
first four dams were daughters of Derby winners, 
they being Prue, by Cicero; Prune, by Persim- 
mon; Treasure, by Bend Or, and Bonny Jean, by 
Macaroni, the next dam being Bonny Agnes, by 
Blair Athol, winner of the Derby and St. Leger, 
and his fee is $50. . . . “Reduced terms for two 
mares in same ownership,” appears in some... . 
In others we read: “Mares proving barren can 
return at half fee the following season; or if the 
horse is not available half fee will be refunded.” 

Another frequent expression: ‘‘No foal, no 
fee, for strictly approved mares.” .. . In 
Flamingo’s ad stress is laid on the fact that 
*Omar Khayyam (out of his second dam) won 
the Kentucky Derby and also sired Naishapur, 
second in the Kentucky Derby. “Maiden 
and barren mares by arrangement only,” is seen 
in a few ads. . “No maidens or barren 
mares, for Hotweed, full for 1931 and now book- 
ing for 1932 at 400 guineas ($2,000)... . “Ow- 
ing to depreciation in the price of bloodstick, In- 
vershin’s fee has been reduced from 250 guineas 
to 200 sovereigns.” Kantar (standing in 
France) “went to the stud absolutely sound.” 

. “Dollar was one of the greatest sires which 
ever stood in France,” and this reminds that 
*Pot au Feu, now at Coldstream Stud, has two 
crosses to Dollar. . . . In Legatee’s ad appears: 
“Subscribers have the option of purchasing a 
one-fourth share in the horse for £600, which in- 
cludes maintenance and insurance for three 
years.” Leonardo is three-parts brother to 
Gay Crusader. Le Phare is limited to 20 
mares, no maidens, for his first season. ‘ 
Orpheus “is very sure with his mares, and has a 
high fertility return each season.” . . . Pondo- 
land (in France) has “list full for 1931” but “sub- 
scriptions can be booked for 1932 at a fee of 
25,000 francs.” “Reflector comes from the 
Sunshine branch of No. 1 family, the same as 
Phalaris, one of the most successful stallions of 
the day.” Spiramonde is free to dams of 
winners. Star and Garter “was sold for 
£7,000 as a yearling, but owing to an accident 
never ran.” “Stefan the Great has a fer- 


tility record of 74 per cent,” is full for 1931, “and 


only 10 nominations remain available for 1932.” 

. The Panther “is the sire, among other good 
horses, of Capablanca, the greatest horse ever 
bred or raced in the Argentine.” Arnold’s 
grandam, Lisma, “bred six winners including 
*Omar Khayyam, winner of the Brooklyn and 
Kentucky Derbys, and now one of the most suc- 
cessful sires in U. S. A.” . The Sirdar, now 
owned by Victor Emanuel, stands at Platt’s Farm, 
Newbury, and is limited to 25 mares this season. 
. . . “Being a June foal, Watford did not run 
as a 2-year-old.” To Winalot “only a few 
subscriptions are available for 1932.” 
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INDECISIVE RACES. 


HE winter season, it appears, will end without 

a definitely established 3-year-old champion. 
Spanish Play fought his way to the top of the 
heap at New Orleans, then went to Hialeah Park 
and was beaten by Lightning Bolt in a race in 
which neither had the best of luck. They fought 
a return battle at Jefferson Park last Saturday 
in the Louisiana Derby, in which Lightning Bolt 
attempted to concede Spanish Play four pounds. 
Spanish Play won, with Lightning Bolt fifth, 
beaten a length and a half. In this trial the 
jockeys, rather than the horses, ran the race, 
and Lightning Bolt was pocketed all through the 
stretch. His chances were thus reduced to noth- 
ing, for it is generally known that he is at his 
best as a stretch runner. At Havana’s Ori- 
ental Park the closing feature Sunday, the Cuban 
Grand National Handicap, was won by H. C. 
Hatch’s Boys Howdy. At Agua Caliente 
Sharp Thoughts and Bissilla ran a dead heat 
March 11 and the following Sunday they met 
again in the Agua Caliente Futurity, Sharp 

Thoughts winning from Bissilla by a neck. 

‘This week three tracks are running. Jefferson 
Park’s extension ends Saturday, March 21. St. 
John’s closes March 28 and Agua Caliente the 
next day. The usual day, occurring once a year, 
on which there is no racing in North America, 
will be Monday, March 30. Bowie opens the 
northern season March 31, the same day Tan- 
foran opens at San Francisco. 


BOYS HOWDY TURNS ON SPEED. 


One of the fastest races of the winter was run 
Sunday, March 15, by H. C. Hatch’s Boys Howdy 
(110) in winning the first rurining of the Cuban 
Grand National Handicap ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 1-8 miles). The time, 1:50 2-5, 
cut two-fifths of a second off an 11-year-old track 
record. Boys Howdy raced well up from the 
beginning, was kept under severe pressure by 
Jockey G. Riley in the stretch, and in a long 
stretch battle with F. A. Carreaud’s Swinfield 
(112) managed to win by a neck. Bad News Bob 
(112), stablemate of the winner, was third, 
beaten a head by Swinfield, and the National 
Stable’s King David (104) was another head 
fariner back. Jean Lafitte (109) finished fifth 
after getting a bumping which was enough to 
eliminate him from contention. Swinfield and his 
stablemate, Vesta (107), were favorites at even 
money. Others in the field were Stars and Bars 
(109), Blackwood (110), Night Tears (105), Star- 
board Light (104), Royal Sable (107). Time, 
:23 3-5, :47 2-5, 1:12 3-5, 1:38 1-5, 1:50 2-5 (new 
track record), track fast.

Last Sunday 
Mike Hall ran unplaced to The Choctaw in a nine 
furlongs race in which the beaten field also in- 
cluded Alexander Pantages, Lady Broadcast, 
Pigeon Hole, Ervast, Up, Seth’s Hope, Plucky 
Play, *Challenger II and De Swasey, time 1:50 
2-5.

FEWER AND BIGGER STAKES. 


The Latonia Jockey Club this year drops three 
$5,000 added stakes races from its schedule and 
uses the $15,000 to increase the value of three 
other stakes. No fixture on the Latonia card dur- 
ing the summer meeting will be less than $10,000 
added. The Quickstep and Inaugural Handicaps 
and the Harold Stakes are not mentioned with 
the stakes closing Thursday, April 2. Each of 
these last year had $5,000 added. The Clip- 
setta Stakes, Cincinnati Trophy and Enquirer 
Handicap have been increased from $5,000 to 
$10,000 added. The Latonia Derby remains at 
$25,000 and the Independence Handicap and La-

tonia Oaks at $10,000. The increase in stakes 
values appears to be a move to attract some of 
the class which will be at Arlington Park in July. 

At the same time Col. Matt J. Winn announced 
the increase in values he said that at Latonia 
and other tracks under his management two 
races would be run every week with purses of 
$1,500 added. He also said that the practice of 
declaring races off the card unless as many as 
four horses were to start would be discontinued.

JOSEPH E. WIDENER. 


The training quarters at Elmendorf Farm are 
deserted this week. Trainer Henry McDaniel 
and the stable attaches packed up last Saturday 
morning and left for New York on a special train 
which carried 24 of Joseph E. Widener'’s Thor- 
oughbreds to Belmont Park. The train comprised 
four carloads of horses, including, besides Mr. 
Widener’s stock, 12 belonging to Robert A. Fair- 
bairn, three the property of Frederick Johnson 
and one of Jack McPherson. Mr. McPherson 
was in charge of the Fairbairn and Johnson 
horses.. Jockey Mack Garner, Widener stable 
rider, left for Covington after a short visit in 
Lexington. Saturday afternoon Mr. Widener 
left Lexington for Philadelphia in his private 
car, after a two-day visit to the farm. His 
guests, George Willing, Jr., and J. Howard Lewis. 
left at the same time. Mr. Widener came to 
Lexington from Miami, where, at a dinner given 
in his honor at the Mayflower Hotel on Wednes- 
day night, March 11, he again declared his in- 
tention of making a great racing plant of Hia- 
leah Park if and when the Florida legislature 
passed a pari-mutuel bill. 

“Within a week after passage of a racing law, 
construction will begin at Hialeah and several 
hundred men will be put to work, while I spend 
half a million dollars in carrying out my plans, 
said Mr. Widener. 

Within recent weeks the story has been cur- 
rent that Mr. Widener is opposed in Florida by 
a powerful adversary who may be able to pre- 
vent the passage of a bill favorable to the mu- 
tuels. The master of Elmendorf has laid his 
cards on the table. His ultimatum to the state, 
after demonstrating that he can bring good rac- 
ing to Hialeah, is: No pari-mutuel law, no racing 
at Hialeah. 


JOHN LOWE AT COLDSTREAM. 


Trainer John Lowe arrived in Lexington last 
week after a successful winter at Miami with 
horses belonging to the Coldstream Stud, C. V. 
Whitney and himself. He brought 14 horses. 
Angry, Murky Cloud, Gosling, Gadstick and Hello 
Lou are the property of Mr. Whitney; Mile Play, 
Viba and Black Jewel, of the Coldstream Stud; 
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Maligned is owned by Frederick Johnson, and 
Hold Me, Caterer and Brown Brutus by Mr. Lowe. 
The entire lot was taken to Coldstream Farm to 
be trained along with the other Coldstream horses 
there which have been doing their early gallops 
under the direction cf Dr. John Baird. Some of 
the younger members of the Coldstream string 
are believed by Mr. Lowe to have great possi- 
bilities this season. The string will be trained 
at the farm until it is shipped to Louisville for 
the spring meeting. 


THE HARTS AT LEXINGTON. 


Mr. and Mrs. Harry S. Hart arrived in Lex- 
ington from Miami last week. They intend to 
remain in Lexington for about a month. Their 
horses have been turned out at Tollie Young’s 
Creekview Farm, near Paris, and Mr. Hart is 
planning to do no racing until late summer or 
fall, and then he will have only three or four in 
the string. He will devote his time largely to 
breeding affairs and to getting his yearlings 
ready for the Saratoga sales next August. He 
(which is to say the Swingalong Stable) owns 
the stallions Prince Pal, Saxon and Orator, and

STUD NEWS 


PHALARIS IS DEAD. 


Y letter dated at London, March 8 and re- 

ceived March 13, W. A. Rouch, the noted 
English photographer, advised THE BLOOD-HORSE 
of the death of the great stallion Phalaris. The 
letter reads: “Lord Derby’s Phalaris, sire of 
Fairway and head of the winning stallion list, 
has just died at Newmarket. Also sire of Manna. 
A great loss to the Turf.” English papers arriv- 
ing subsequently carried details of the horse’s 
death. 


Bred and owned through his racing and stud 
career by Lord Derby, Phalaris distinguished 
himself on the Turf as a great sprinter and 
weight carrier. He raced until he was five 
years old, ran in 24 races, won 16 (including two 
walkovers), was second in two, third in one and 
five times unplaced. His winning races included 
the Stud Produce Stakes, St. George’s Handicap, 
St. Ives Handicap and June Stakes. His earnings 
were $27,390 the amount would have been larger 
but for the wartime conditions. He was retired 
to the stud at the end of 1918, and stood first 
at the Chieveley Park Stables. He was after- 
wards moved to Lord Derby’s Side Hill Stud, 
Newmarket, and it was there he dropped dead 
on Saturday, February 28. 

In 1925 Phalaris was leading English stallion 
and in 1928 he headed the list again. In no year 
since his first get came to the races has his name 
been out of the 20 leading stallions. His sons 
have been especially successful. Manna in 1925 
won the Derby and Two Thousand Guineas. Fair- 
way took the St. Leger and Eclipse Stakes in 
1928. Parwiz, sold to the Aga Khan for $50,000 
as a yearling, won the City and Suburban. 
Pharos, one of his first crop, was second in the 
Derby and was winner of other important stakes. 
Colorado won the Two Thousand Guineas of 
1926 and the Eclipse Stakes of 1927. Fair Isle, 
one of the few fillies by Phalaris to gain racing 
distinction, won the One Thousand Guineas last 
year. One of his noted sons, *Carlaris, raced in 
America with success, winning the Coffroth Han- 
dicap and Tijuana Derby and setting new track 
records in each. *Carlaris won $100,375. The 
following summary of Phalaris’ stud record in- 
cludes only races in England:

STUD BOOK PLANS. 


N the course of a letter to THE BLOOD-HORSE, 

in response to inquiries concerning the forth- 
coming Volume XV of the American Stud Book, 
Fred J. E. Klees, Registrar of The Jockey Club, 
says: “As to the date of publication of Volume 
XV, it is hoped and planned that same will be 
ready for delivery about January 1, 1932, barring 
accidents, illness and other unforseen happen- 
ings that may retard us in our work of compila- 
tion.” 

Mr. Klees stated also that ‘Volume XV will con- 
tain 65 per cent more foals than did the previous 
volume,” which was ready for delivery in Au- 
gust, 1928. Allowing for a lapse of four years, 
Volume XV would not be ready for delivery be- 
fore August, 1932. So, it appears that the new 
and anxiously awaited volume is progressing 
much more rapidly than did Volume XIV. 

Orders now are being received for the Fourth 
Supplement to Volume XIV and they will be 
ready for delivery within a short time. The 
price is $5, and the book is worth it. 


STEEPLECHASE STAKES CLOSING. 


April 1 is the closing date for nominations to 
steeplechase stakes to be run during the spring 
meeting at Belmont Park and the August session 
at Saratoga. The Belmont stakes closing on that 
date are the Charles L. Appleton Memorial Cup 
and the Corinthian, International and Meadow 
Brook Steeplechase Handicaps. The Saratoga 
steeplechases are the Saratoga, Shillelah, North 
American, and Eastern Horse Club Hunters Han- 
dicaps. The last named event is for amateur 
riders, and the Saratoga Association has called 
special attention to it in a leaflet which bears 
announcement of two other races for amateur 
riders. The others are the Genesee Purse, a 
seven furlongs flat race, to be run August 28, 
and the Mohawk Valley Steeplechase, about two 
miles, to be run August 29; they are both claim- 
ing events, with entries closing two days before 
the runnings.

CANADA 


TO IMPROVE HORSESHOEING. 


O those who race in Canada, it will be pleas- 

ant news that a movement is on for legisla- 
tion intended to get better horseshoeing. The 
reform has been inaugurated in the Province of 
Ontario. The Canadian Army heads have stated 
that “it must be obvious to the Honorable Min- 
ister of Agriculture and his associates that some- 
thing must be done, and done quickly, otherwise 
the horse industry will become negligible within 
this province.” 


The Army further states: “This applies to all 
other provinces within the Dominion. In the 
purchasing of horses today great difficulty is 
found in locating animals with sound feet. Nine- 
ty per cent of the horses examined during the 
past four years have been found unsound; 30 
per cent at least suffered from foot deformities 
due to incompetent shoeing and lack of attention 
on the part of the breeder.” 


It is then recommended that there be “legisla- 
tion to prevent the practice of farriery unless 
such men are qualified by apprenticeship and 
examination,” that mobile farriery shops be pro- 
vided “‘to travel in districts where qualified men 
do not exist;” that a school of farriery be pro- 
vided “for young men to obtain the anatomical 
feature of their trade and final qualification by 
examination,” and that those men now practic- 
ing farriery be registered. 


In conclusion the Army report says: “No horse 
breeder or owner can deny the seriousness of the 
situation in respect to the necessity for such a 
step as outlined, nor can there be any objection 
if they are interested in improvement.” 


When the Ontario blacksmiths held their an- 
nual convention at Hamilton in February, they 
drafted a bill and have presented it to the legis- 
lature. The measure is designed for the pur- 
pose of improving horseshoeing in the province, 
and in a preliminary statement on the bill the 
convention called attention to the number of 
horses turned down by the Army because of un- 
soundness of their feet, and to the number of 
draught, light draught, riding and polo horses 
that are unfit for market on account of the con- 
dition of their feet, and expressed the view that 
where young men now are declining to take up 
the trade of horseshoeing because unqualified 
men are permitted to practice without restric- 
tion, such a law as is proposed would have the 
effect of inducing young men to apprentice them- 
selves under qualified farriers to learn the trade. 


The bill proposed by the convention provides 
for the registration of every master horseshoer. 
Each master horseshoer is required to make affi- 
davit that he has practiced horseshoeing and 
served an apprenticeship of three years under in- 
structions in a shop where horseshoeing is prac- 
ticed as a business. The government is to issue 
permits and to provide penalties for violations of 
the act. All men who practice horseshoeing are 
to be required to register with the regulation de- 
partment of the act, stating when they entered 
apprenticeship and how long they have been 
working at the trade. A nominal fee for regis- 
tration is to be charged. 

Owners and trainers have for some time com- 
plained of the plating of race horses in Canada, 
asserting that the Canadian platers are the poor- 
est, as a general thing, to be encountered on thi 
side of the Atlantic. 
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STREET BETTING IN PARIS. 


N its issue of March 3, The Sporting Life (Lon- 

don) carried the following note on a new 
phase of Continental betting: 

“Success exceeding anticipation attended the 
opening of the urban pari-mutuel street-betting 
booths in Paris yesterday. 

“Although only trotting meetings were in- 
volved, the portable ticket windows installed in 
the entrances of the cinemas were besieged long 
before the opening time of 8 a. m. by crowds of 
would-be punters, and police were called upon 
to arrange them in queues. In three hours one 
window took several thousand bets. 

“In all cases the crowd was very orderly, and 
there was no incident. Other booths will be in 
operation in a few days to deal with the large 
volume of business.” 


NO WHIPS ON 2-YEAR-OLDS. 


Col. E. R. Bradley will be interested to know 
that Steve Donoghue, the noted English jockey, 
while at Havana, according to The Sporting Life 
(London) “made the suggestion to the Havana 
executive that it would be an advantage to pro- 
hibit jockeys carrying whips in early 2-year-old 
races,”’ and that “The Jockey Club acted on his 
advice, and finding the change all for the better, 
are continuing the practice.” Donoghue likes 
starting from stails, but considers it imprac- 
ticable in England on account of the big fields. 


LAND VALUES IN IRELAND. 


Some idea of the value of land used for Thor- 
oughbred horse production in Ireland can be had 
when it is known that W. Lynch paid $171.68 per 
acre for Hartstown stud farm of 113 acres, and 
that Lohunda Lodge, residence and training 
ground, 62 acres, brought $250 per acre on the 
bid of W. J. Hillard. Both properties were owned 
by James Daly. 

LADY SYKES’ ESTATE. 

Sir Mark Sykes’ widow, who owned the Sled- 

mere Stud in England, left $182,000 at her death. 


TIFFIN’S FIRST FOAL. 

The undefeated Tiffin, winner of $80,000, has 
her first foal in England (or maybe it is Ireland), 
a filly by Blandford, sire of the Epsom Derby 
winners Trigo and Blenheim. 


LAIDLOW TO SELL. 

T. K. Laidlow, noted breeder and sportsman in 
Ireland, has announced his intention to dispose 
of all or nearly all of his breeding stock and 
horses in training. He is said to be in a funk 
about something. 


A CHAMPION DIES. 

Brigand, the greatest of the King’s Premium 
sires in England, three successive years winner 
of the championship in the show at Islington, 
is dead. His picture appeared on the cover of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE for the week ending April 
19, 1930. 


DISTINGUISHED MARES. 

There recently arrived at the Cloghran Stud, 
County Dublin, Ireland, the mares Athasi, Malva, 
Felkington and Miss Matty, respectively the 
dams of the Derby winners Trigo, Blenheim, 


Felstead and Papyrus. Blandford and his son 
Trigo are standing at Cloghran Stud.

LEGISLATION 


North Carolina. 


HE lower branch of the North Carolina Leg- 

islature, in session at Raleigh, last week 
adopted a bill permitting horse and dog racing 
with betting under the pari-mutuel system to be 
held at or near Asheville, in Buncombe County. 


Hlinois. 

A bill reducing the daily license tax for Fair- 
mount Park from $2,000 to $1,500 (same as for 
Aurora) was introduced in the lower house of 
the Illinois Legislature at Springfield, March 12. 
Representative A. B. Lager, father of the pres- 
ent law, is author of the bill. If this relief is 
obtained, R. S. Eddy, Jr., has said a meeting will 
be given at Fairmount Park this year, but if not 
the track will not be opened. 


Missouri. 

The bill authorizing pari-mutuel pooling at 
horse race meetings in Missouri was killed in the 
House of Representatives at Jefferson City, by 
overwhelming vote, March 11. Plans for the 
usual meetings at Riverside Park, Kansas City, 
however, are in the making. They are to be 
managed by William P. Kyne. 


A. T. SPIVEY PASSES. 

Albert T. Spivey, publisher, died suddenly 
March 11 at his home in East St. Louis, Illinois. 
Mr. Spivey had been one of the stewards at 
Fairmount Park since the first day of racing at 
that track and he had long been a booster for 
the sport. 


QUOTING AURORA’S MANAGER.

BETTING IN IRELAND 


N 1926 there was adopted in the Irish Free 

State a bill under which a tax of 5 per cent 
was imposed on the betting turnover at race 
courses and betting shops in cities and towns 
were allowed to be operated under certain condi- 
tions. Now there is before the Dail a measure 
intended to do away with loitering in the betting 
shops and to increase the minimum of wagers 
that may be made and taken. This bill is not 
a revenue measure, and there is no reference in 
it to the tax, but while it was being discussed in 
its second stage before the body of statesmen, 
Deputy P. W. Shaw sought to point out the 
“serious plight” in which racing now is in the 
Free State. Even though there is no reference 
in the present bill to taxation, the fact that the 
measure was introduced by the Minister for Fi- 
nance and a joint committee of the two houses 
had, after a hearing, recommended that the tax 
be removed, gave Mr. Shaw opportunity for pre- 
senting his opinion that the salvation of racing in 
the Free State lies in removal of the tax on the 
turnover, which is to say the pooling at the race 
courses, exacted by and for the benefit of the 
state. 


Mr. Shaw said he had voted against the betting 
act in 1926 because he “believed that a 5 per 
cent tax on turnover was unfair,” and because he 
“also knew that a tax on race course betting 
would cause serious injury to racing and betting.” 
He drew attention to the fact that England had 
wisely abolished its tax of 2 per cent on the turn- 
over. He did not object, he said, to a tax on win- 
nings, but holds it unfair to maintain a tax on 
turnover and expressed the hope that the Minis- 
ter for Finance will adopt the unanimous recom- 
mendation of the joint committee and introduce 
a measure taking it off. 


Mr. Shaw, after saying that the more he knows 
of the Irish betting shops the less he likes them, 
continued: “This bill will remedy the principal 
abuses, such as loitering. There is grave abuse, 
particularly in the suburbs of Dublin, and, I pre- 
sume, in other cities. The Act is desperately 
abused, particularly by women and loiterers. I 
do not think that that occurs so much in the 
towns, but it is certainly very bad in Dublin. I 
do not think that I could describe it better than 
by adopting Jimmie O’Dea’s description of Mrs. 
Mulligan, with her sixpence up-and-down trebles, 
who remains from the start of racing hanging 
around the betting shops until the last race is 
over. If persons want to bet they should, in my 
opinion, adopt such a motto as: ‘Get in, get on, 
get out.’ 

“As a person who has considerable experience 
in betting, I say that, while these people may 
amuse themselves and may occasionally win, 
they have in the long run as much chance of 
making money in these betting establishments as 
they would have of making ice in hell. I do not 
suggest that everybody loses. Quite the contrary. 
Well-informed persons win occasionally, but the 
ordinary man in the street simply provides 
money for the bookmakers, and they take charge 
of it.” 

After some discussion as to the pertinency of 
his bringing up the joint committee’s recom- 
mendation that the tax on turnover be abolished, 
Mr. Shaw finally was permitted to give expres- 
sion to the following: 


“A very representative committee of Deputies 
and Senators, representing all parties in the Dail 


and Seanad, spent a considerable amount of time 
hearing evidence from all persons interested in 
racing, and they came to the unanimous decision 
that the betting tax on race courses was injuri- 
ous to racing, and recommended that it should be 
forthwith removed. Since the betting tax has 
been imposed racing has been steadily declining 
in the Free State, and at present the prospect for 
1931 is as black as night, unless, of course, the 
Minister removes the tax. The main effects that 
the betting tax has had on racing in the Free 
State are as follows: 


“(1) General slump in attendances at the race 
courses; even after the charges of admission had 
been greatly reduced. 


“(2) The value of stakes money has fallen 
from £113,371 ($566,855) in 1926 to £85,440 
($427,200) in 1929. 


“(3) The entries for the principal races in 
1931 are the lowest since before the Great War. 


“(4) The three Metropolitan meetings (Bal- 
doyle, Leopardstown, Phoenix Park) and the 
Curragh have been carried on at a considerable 
financial loss every year since the introduction 
of the betting tax, and at least 90 per cent of the 
country meetings met with a similar fate. 


“(5) It is no secret that if the present condi- 
tions continue for another year most of the race 
courses in the Free State will only be a memory 
of the past.” 

In concluding editorial comment upon the sub- 
ject, The Irish Field (Dublin) says: ‘We have 
written before, and we write again, that racing 
has had a severe setback, due to various causes, 
Perhaps not the least of these causes is the in- 
cidence of a 214 per cent tax on race course 
betting. If tax there must be on such betting, 
let it be at the lowest possible rate. If racing 
further goes down, breeding must go down, too— 
and what provision would then be made for those 
people dispossessed from their means of liveli- 
hood? ‘Shop betting’ confers no benefit on rac- 
ing; at best, betting of that kind can be tolerated 
only because it cannot be suppressed, and the 
argument used to us is this: Is it not better 
openly to control ‘shop betting’ than to permit it 
to be carried on sub rosa? But, we have pointed 
many times to the way by which ‘shop betting’ 
could be made to serve the welfare of racing, and 
that way would be to give authority to the Board 
of Control for Mechanical Betting to conduct of- 
fices in populous areas throughout the country. 
The Board would take, as on race courses, 10 
per cent of the pool.”

Peachum, by Spearmint. Seven yearlings by 
*Pot au Feu sold at auction at Deauville in 1928 
made an average of $9,371.50. In 1929 in Eng- 
land he sired the 3-year-old stakes winner Maggi 
and other winners. He is sire of the French 
winners Borsch, Varus, Paris New York, Gate 
Sauce, Jocaste, Malvaloca, Poisson d’Avril, etc. 
He is sire of the American winners Pot Full, 
French Brigade, Garlic, Soupcon, Plucky Lady, 
etc.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


HEROD SIRES 


By C. C. CHAMPINE 


HE fact that the so-called old American 

strains of Herod have practically passed out 

of existence so far as their direct male lines are 

concerned is both astounding and lamentable to 

students of Thoroughbred blood lines in the 
United States. 

The deductions I am about to make are based 
upon a compilation of the male lines of sires 
advertised thus far in 1931, augmented by the 
lines of the sires of stakes winners for 1929, 1930 
and January and February, 1931, in the United 
States, Dominion of Canada, Mexico and Cuba, as 
published from time to time in the columns of 
THE BLooD-HoRSE. The list is not necessarily all 
inclusive and comprehensive as many useful 
stallions—both Remount and privately owned— 
are not included. But it is representative and 
fairly indicative of the best in Thoroughbred 
stallions standing for racing purposes in the 
United States. 

Only too often the student of blood lines falls 
into error by drawing general conclusions from 
data that he considers entirely adequate only to 
be confounded because it is not comprehensive 
enough. But this list should furnish a fairly 
accurate mirror of the tendency and trend of the 
times in Thoroughbred breeding for the race 
track. It has been the fashion to speak of Wise 
Counsellor as the only surviving male line repre- 
sentative of the house of Hanover. Yet recently 
came the chestnut filly, Nevada Queen, to win 
three races at Agua Caliente, two of them in 
track record time. A notable fact is that both 
her sire and her dam are by Handout, a grand- 
son of the mighty Hanover. And the male line 
of the great Lexington is often referred to as 
extinct. In 1929, however, the bay filly, El 
Relicario, 1927, won the Miami Juvenile. She is 
by Lantados, a direct male line descendant of 
Lexington through the medium of Cruzados, 
Emperor of Norfolk, and Norfolk. 

Most of our Eclipse stallions belong to the lines 
of Ben Brush, Bend Or, Domino, Hampton, Her- 
mit, Musket, St. Simon, Speculum, Springfield 
and Sterling. But there is one sire on this list 
tracing in direct male tail to Blair Athol, one to 
Lord Lyon, one to *Leamington, three to Mon- 
arque and three to Rataplan. We have become 
accustomed to the fact that the only Bend Or 
horse to head the list of winning sires in the 
United States is *Ben Strome, premier in 1903. 
But a colt called Gallant Fox burned up so many 
race tracks in 1930 that another Bend Or horse, 
*Sir Gallahad III, became champion for that year 
and breeders from far and near are now entering 
into a wild scramble for the blood of Teddy. 

But to return to the subject, Herod horses have 
led the list in the United States for 14 of the 
years since 1870. The immortal Lexington was 
premier for seven of the years during that term— 
1870, 1871, 1872, 1873, 1874, 1876 and 1878; and 
he led the procession for four years prior to 1870, 
setting a record that the world has never seen 
equalled. St. Simon was a record breaker in 
England when he was premier sire for nine years, 
while Hermit and Stockwell led for seven years 
each. lLexington’s nearest competitor in the 
United States was an Eclipse horse, *Star Shoot, 
who led for five years. 

The other Herod sires that won championships 
since 1870 are Virgil, 1885; *Sir Modred, 1894; 
Hanover, 1895, 1896, 1897 and 1898; and Ham- 


burg, 1905. We all know that Virgil, Hanover 
and Hamburg belonged to the line of *Glencoe, 
that was saved from extinction by Vandal, but 
*Sir Modred was imported into the United States 
from Australia. However, it is but fair to re- 
member that his pedigree showed .53 3-4 per cent 
of Eclipse blood. None of the sires on the list 
I have used trace to *Sir Modred. 

The Herod sires did not have nearly so clear 
sailing in England as in the United States, 
Epirus, grandson of Selim, was premier in 1850; 
Buccaneer, son of Wild Dayrell and a representa- 
tive of the male line of Highflyer, led in 1868; 
while the winners belonging to Castrel’s line of 
Herod were Thormanby, 1869, The Tetrarch, 1919, 
and his son, Tetratema, 1929. For three of the 
years since 1850 Matchem horses led in England; 
but for the remaining years it was a case of 
“Eclipse first—-the rest nowhere,” to borrow the 
phrase of his owner, Colonel Dennis O'Kelly, 
when the great champion was about to start in 
a race. 


Writing in 1905, Thomas B. Merry (‘Hidalgo’) 
said, “England can now progress no farther in 
breeding to the male line of Eclipse. She must 
have Herod stallions for outcrosses and she will 
have to go to France for them, although I be- 
lieve our own Hanover line superior to anything 
they have in France.” Were the good gentleman 
cognizant of the condition of our Herod line today, 
he would turn over in his grave. The list I have 
referred to carries the names of 295 sires divided 
as follows: Eclipse, 234; Matchem—most of them 
through Fair Play and *Ogden—43; Herod, 18. 
Of the Herods, two sires—-Wise Counsellor and 
Trouble—trace to our native line of Hanover; 
one—Lantados——traces to Lexington; the remain- 
ing 15 are either imported or sired by imported 
horses. Of the 15, 12 belong to the French line 
of Le Sancy, arriving in the United States via 
England; one traces to Wild Dayrell, and the two 
remaining—*Pot au Feu and *Epinard—are 
direct male line descendants of Dollar. 

Speaking of *Epinard, the English might have 
made good use of him for an outcross were it 
not for the fact that his fateful cross of Nas- 
turtium bars him from the General Stud Book. 
Orby did them some good even though he has the 
same cross, but his name was doubtless ad- 
mitted before the Jersey Act was administered 
and enforced as strictly as it is today. 

The time was when we in the United States 
had the best Herod horses in the world. Now, 
however, our older lines of Herod are practically 
extinct and we have had to go either to England 
or to France to fill their places. Will we have 
the same experience with the line of Matchem, 
or has it come to stay? 


Dr. J. Hume Carter died at his home at Mount 
Holly, N. J., February 20. He had lived at Mount 
Holly for a number of years and was actively 
engaged as veterinarian for the Rancocas Stud, 
F. Wallis Armstrong’s Meadowview Farm and 
other establishments nearby. Some years ago he 
managed O. H. P. Belmont’s breeding establish- 
ment when it was located at the Hardy Durham 
farm, now a part of Coldstream Farm, near Lex- 
ington. Dr. Carter is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Katherine P. Carter.

SEASON OPENS MARCH 31. 
HE pinch of hard times obliged the Maryland 
Jockey Club (Pimlico) to announce a re- 

duction in the size and number of its stakes 
events for the spring meeting at the old Balti- 
more course, but the other Maryland tracks 
have given no indication that they would follow 
Pimlico’s lead. Bowie’s condition book came to 
hand last week.

MARYLAND'S CHARITY PROJECT. 

A state-wide charity move has been announced 
in Maryland, under the cooperative direction of 
the State Racing Commission, the racing associa- 
tions and the Governor and Legislature. The net 
proceeds of the opening day of racing at each 
of the four major tracks this spring will be given 
to charity. The Legislature is to be asked to 
waive the license fee of $6,000 a day for each of 
the charity programs, Gov. Albert C. Ritchie 
announced. Governor Ritchie's estimate was that 
the four programs would net about $75,000, in- 
cluding the $24,000 which the state would add 
by waiving the license fees. The bulk of the 


money would be used in Baltimore, where a cam- 
paign is being made for a $300,000 relief fund. 


HAVRE DE GRACE STAKES. 


No reduction has been made in the money 
added to the stakes program at the Havre de 
Grace meeting April 13 to 25. The usual four 
stakes will be run at the spring meeting, and 
each will have its usual $10,000 added. The purse 
minimum, as usual, is $1,200. Closing date for 
the fixtures is Saturday, April 4. The stakes 
are: 

Harford Handicap, $10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
six furlongs. To be run April 15. 

Philadelphia a: $10,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 1-16 miles. o be run April 18. 

Aberdeen Stakes, $10,000 added, 2-year-olds, 4% fur- 
longs. To be run April 22. 


Chesapeake Stakes, $10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-16 
miles. To be run April 25. 


TWO STABLES BURN AT BOWIE. 


A northern wind swept a fire through two large 
stables at the Prince Georges race track, Bowie, 
before fire companies from three nearby towns 
halted the flames. About 50 Thoroughbreds 
quartered in the two buildings were led out be- 
fore the structures collapsed. The origin of the 
blaze was not discovered. Five hundred horses 
are quaxterse at Bowie now.
